jervice; memorializing congress 
Jo cancel citizenship of any for¬ 
mer alien who, since receiving 
citizenship, has been a member 
of a subversive organization; 
prohibiting aliens from holding 
jpiccted or appointed offices in 
labor unions; supervising and 
censoring foreign-language

AT is a fair sample of the modest way the Tenney 
qmmittee sets down the fantasies of provincial idiots 
and their aspiring quisling chairman as the solemn truth 
aftouf countries, people and conditions of which they know 
utterly nothing beyond the venomous ravings of a handful 
of third-rate stoolpigeons. 

The Tenney committee report is a comic opera with words 
by Goebbels and music by the author of that romantic ditty 
ki\own as "Mexicali' Rose."

Indeed! , 

And the Tenney committee report goes on to say (page 10) 
it: "The Communist Party in, California has been helpful‘IIn 
ferreting out Nazi and pro-Axis agents and sympathizers, as 
the transcripts of the committee amply Indicate.” 

Well, now, calling upon thinking that Is “straight and 
lucid” in order to majre the situation "crystal clear," we 
cannot help concluding that the reason why the Tenney com¬ 
mittee is trying to outlaw the Communist Party, is because 
the Communist Party Is "ferreting out Nazi apd pro-Axis agents 
and sympathizers," among them, the Tenney committee Itself! 

Clumsy Dissembling 

The committee would not dare to do anything else but, as 
| it says—"admire the courage and heroism of the Russian people." 

The committee knows very well that it would put itself out 
of court before the American people if it did not say that It 
"has no quarrel with the Soviet government." If the committee 
would say the opposite, it knows that the people would instantly 
see the Fascist character of the committee. 

So it tries to dissemble. 

Though trying to incite hatred toward our Soviet ally by 
saying that, since 1935, it has been "a Fascist state," it ap¬ 
parently abandons that point of view when, in order to incite* 
hatred toward the Communist Party of the United States, it 
blandly declares that it “has no quarrel with the Soviet gov¬ 
ernment" but only with its "tool and agent.” 

(It is, of course, an absurd falsehood, hugged fondly by all 
I red-baiters, to say that the Communist Party of America is a 
"tool" of the Soviet government.) 

If the Tenney committee gets tangled up In the fly paper 
of its own verbose hypocrisy, that is no fault of the present 
writer. The committee, in spite of its expostulative protests 
that It Is "wholeheartedly” in favor of our war alliance with the 
Soviet Union, can be seen by a perusal of Its report to he 
really bitterly hostile towurd that alliance. 

The entire report is devoted to red-baiting. Even where 
j the "table of contents” goes over from "Part 1—Communism," 
to deal, supposedly, with other subjects. 

"Part II, The King, Conner, Ramsay Case” is also red-baiting, 
making up a total of 184 pages definitely devoted to red-baiting, 

; compared to a mere 62 pages purportedly concerned with "Part 
IV, Nazi Activities.” 

And, even here, the Tenney committee attempts to represent 
such activities as "also corresponding with the objectives of 
the Communist Party?' 


Bid to Be Gauleiter 


The pretense, therefore, of being "against both” fascism and 
communism, is seen to be false, when the ENTIRE Tenney com¬ 
mittee report is directed against not only "communism,” but 
anything that can be distortedly said to be “communism,” in¬ 
cluding trade unionism. 

Most of all, is the Tenney report devoted to red-baiting, 
to playing upon the "menace” of communism, in a plain attempt 
to disrupt the alliance between the United States and the 
Soviet Union. 

The report is, at the same time, a bid to the Fascist ele¬ 
ments in America to give Jack Tenney the job of California 
Gauleiter. And it is a quaint comment that the report un- 
torisclously warns the people against its author, when, in wander- 
ng around in the woods of pro-Fascist apologetics it accidentally 
ilurts out the caution:

$20,000 for the Tennoy (Little Dies) Committee. The Bill 
was A.C.R,#59, by Assemblyman Kellems. The appropriation 
now awaits Governor Warren’s signature. This bill is in 
addition to a $10,00(1 appropriation voted by the Legislature

The Tenney Committee, carrying the Hitlerite line of 
the Dies Committee in California* is n menace to Labor and 
to national unity, by its lab^p-baiting, red-baiting attacks 
on all progressive, labor, pro-war forces.
